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and the widths of a first elastic laminated body and a second elastic 
laminated body are increased after a cover sheet is mounted. 
The invention pertaining to Claim 4 relates to a method of manufacturing 
a wearing article in which the type of "elastic member" is restricted, 
the widths of a first web for external surface and a second web for external 
surface are increased, and it is not restricted to use the cover sheet 
before increasing the widths of the webs. 

The invention pertaining to Claim 5 relates to a method of manufacturing 
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the widths of a first web for internal surface and a second web for internal 
surface are increased, and it is not restricted to use a cover sheet before 
increasing the widths of the webs. 
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a description "elastic member", Claim 7 is not considered to quote Claim 
1 in which the type of "elastic member" is not restricted. 
As a result, Claims. 1 to 9 are considered to be classified into four groups 
of inventions described below. 

1 . Claims 1 , 3 , 8 , and 9 

2 . Claims 2 and 7 

3 . Claims 4 and 6 

4 . Claim 5
